1. Claims 18-22, 24 and 26-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a distributed emergency lighting system powering from a source of alternating 
current voltage comprising an electroluminescent (EL) panel stripe and power means, wherein 
said power means comprises an EL power supply having an input coupled to the line side of an 
electrical switch supplying commercial AC and to a DC voltage source in the absence of AC 
power at the line side of the electrical switch as required in claims 18, 35 and 38 or a self- 
diagnostic testing means detecting electric short circuit and an electrical open circuit of an EL 
panel as required in claim 37. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least the above noted reason.
